MISSOURI BILL IS FRAMED 

MOVEMENT WELL UNDER WAY FOR RESTORA- 
TION OF RACING IN THAT STATE. 



New Track to Be Built at Kansas City if Measure 
Becomes La-.v — Judge Murphy Makes Statement 
Regarding New Orleans Situation. 



Si. Louis, Mo., December -. — Joseph A. Murphy, 
"l*o has been al Kansas City in tile interest of tiij 
racing bill that lie will present to the coming 
Missouri legislature, arrived home today and re- 
ported that the situation in the city on tile Kaw 
was most encouraging. Judge Murpuy said: "The 

better class of mcrciiants in Kansas City will aid 
in the revival of the st»ort there. The American 
Royal Cattle Show must get out of the stock 
yards, and it is probable that it will find a home 
witti the proposed new track. I saw enough to 
know that the whole tiling can lie tin a need in a 
few days there. We will have a solid vote in the 
legislature of members from there for the bill." 

Judge Murphy inis opened offices in the Syndicate 
Trust Building and installed W. 1*. Cave, formerly 
treasurer of the Klaw and hrlanger forces, in 
charge, lie lias had 5,000 copies ot tits proposed 
lull printed for distribution and will start a whirl- 
wind canvass to complete liis organization before 
tile legislature meets. lie ho[>es to have 2.5U0 
stockholders by January 1. He denounced as un- 
true statements made at New Orleans by persons 
who sought to disrupt the movement for the re- 
vival of racing that he had leased any privileges 
to Chas. Smith or anyone else. "1 am the pa’d 
employee of the Business Men’s Association of New 
Orleans and would no more think of selling any 
privilege without consulting them than 1 would 
think of selling the Grunewald Hotel.” lie said. 
”1 expect that the Supreme Court of Louisiana is 
still intact and that the law of that state is sti'l 
what file court says it is. I have not heard that 
it lias assigned to an expatriated press agent or a 
professional gambler flic task of interpreting the 
Locke law. It is only a few years back that we 
carried a case from Jefferson parish to the Supreme 
Court under this same Locke Jaw. District At- 
torney Marrero had said that we were not violating 
the law. The governor said we were and forced 
Marrero to recuse himself and sent St. Clair Adauis. 
tlic district attorney of Orleans, to prosecute us. 
Tin- court bitterly denounced the whole proceeding 
and threw the ease out of court. It said that to 
the- district attorney and the grand jury alone was 
delegated the power to say whether an information 
should lie and that the district attorney could nor 
shed his responsibility as lie would liis coat. And 
further that when public clamor was the loudest 
was the time when of all others he should not shirk 
liis duty. It further inferred that the governor had 
list'd liis office ns an instrument of oppression. Coo- 
cludiug it said: ’That tile system of betting as 

carried on at Suburban Park is a flagrant violation 
of law is the language of counsel and not of this 
court, nor is it clear to this court that the law was 
violated, and we are glad that we are not called 
on to decide it.’ ” 

Judge Murphy leaves tomorrow for New Orleans 
confident tli.it the racing situation in the west is 
brighter than it has been in many years. The rac- 
ing bill that will tie introduced in the legislatu e 
provides for the incorporation of associations to 
conduct contests of speed and endurance, to en- 
courage the display of live stock agriculture, and 
further provides that no Itookmaking or auction 
pools will lie permitted on the grounds of the 
society, hut that when horse racing is carried on 
for a period not to exceed thirty days in any one 
year, at least five days of which shall be exclusive- 
ly f ir harness racing, the directors of the society 
are authorized to arrange members or co-operative 
I arils on such races, with a reasonable deduction 
for the purpose of providing suitable purses a> 
prices.

Govevncr-Elect Whitman Favors Giving New York 
State Racing Commission Greater Power. 



Edward Slaats Luther, political writer for the 
New York Telegraph, furnishes that newspaper 
with the following illuminative statement of the 
attitude of Governor-Elect Whitman of New York 
toward racing: 

"So much half-baked information, mixed with so 
much information, lias lieen goiug the rounds lately 
in regard to the position of Governor-elect Whitman 
on the twin subjects of racing and boxing it is time 
some authoritative statement is made as to the ac- 
tual views of the new governor on those questions. 

"Several times during the last two weeks the 
writer has talked with the governor-elect concern- 
ing racing and also concerning boxing. During these 
eon versa tions the governor-elect lias gone over both 
mutters with absolute frankness, and lias discussed 
liis plans and liis ideas without reserve. The details 
of these talks are not necessary in stating the 
broad lines of the governor-elect’s position. 

"As governor. Mr. Whitman will not have tue 
slightest desire to interfere with either racing or 
boxing, if properly conducted. He is of the opinion 
that ;,ig in this state, as conducted on the big 
trucks during the last sea-on, is unobjectionable 
and should be encouraged. He would not want to 
see a return of the sport to the wide-open conditions 
that prevailed up to a few years ago, but he be 
lleves the State Bal ing I'oinuiissiou to lie a useful 
body, and be believes it should be continued, proli 
ably with enlarged powers which would make the 
commission the court of last resort in the racing 
world, thus curtailing smile of the powers of tile 
Jockey Club and transferring them to the commis- 
sion. 

"Under such conditions the State Racing Commis- 
sion would issue the licenses to the tracks and 
would dechle appeals. The Jockey Club would de- 
cide questions of discipline just as at present, but 
there would be a right of appeal to The State Rac- 
ing Commission instead of having the decision of 
the Jockey Club final on such matters as now. 

"This would have the effect of making the State 
Racing Commission a more active hotly than it now 
is. In this connection it is interesting to note Hie 
present State Racing Commission is serving over- 
time by sufferance, and that it will fall to the lot 
of the new governor to ap|>oint a new commission, 
which probably will lie made up in part at least of 
the present members. The present commission con- 
sists of Harry K. Knapp of New York. John San- 
ford of Amsterdam and James \V. Wadsworth of 
Geneseo. the latter the father of Senator-elect Wads- 
worth.”

OPENING IS AUSPICIOUS 

PALMETTO PARK MEETING GETS AWAY TO A 
SATISFACTORY START. 

Kentucky and Eastern Stables Evenly Divide the 
Purses and Followers of Form Fare Well 
on the Day’s Results, 



Charleston, S. C., December 2. — The o[«‘iiing of 
the Palmetto Park meeting under the auspices of 
the Charleston Fair & Racing Association this af- 
ternoon was an auspicious one, though there was 
some disappointment because only uiue layers 
quoted prices. The reason assigned for the small 
number of layers was a reluctance to do business 
until a better idea regarding the form of tiie 
starters can be had. Betting activities began in 
rather listless fashion, but increased steadily iu 
volume as the afternoon progressed and towards 
the close speculation was all that could be desired. 
Form students fared extremely well for four fa- 
vorites and a staunchly supported second choice 
scored. The only outsider to win out was Kilday, 
owned by G. W. J. Bisseil, Pittsburgh millionaire, 
and the “rail birds” conversant with his good 
work-outs over the course hit the books fairly well 
when he cantered home the easiest winner of the 
afternoon. The sport was wholesome and keenly 
enjoyed by most of the spectators. 

Prior to the opening, presiding steward Pettingill 
had a lengthy session with the jockeys and in unmis- 
takcahle language gave them to understand that lio 
infraction of the racing rules would be tolerated. They 
were told that any deviations would be dealt with 
severely, without fear or favor, and that a suspen- 
sion would mean a lengthy term of idleness. The 
riders took the official at his word and there was 
a conspicuous absence of rough riding. 

The Kentucky brigade split the honors with the 
easterners, horses shipped here from Latonia account- 
ing for half of tlie card when Luria, Kilday and 
Reno took their respective purses. The eastern 
liorses that won were Conors, Undaunted and 
L’Aiglon. 

General Manager Auerbach expressed gratification 
over the auspicious opening anil opined that as soon 
as the meeting is well under way there will be many 
additions to the ranks of the layers. 

Tlie only incident out of the ordinary’ in connec- 
tion with tlie racing came when Colors won and was 
bid up $205 over an entered price of $ 3 (hi h 
B aiter did the bidding, but failed to net her. ' 

W. C. Westmoreland lias succeeded Walter House 
as trainer of the J. O. Talbott stable. Home sev- 
ered liis connection with Mr. 'i'alliott’s establish- 
ment at the conclusion of the Havre de Grace meet- 
ing. He brought south a couple of liorses for Mr. 
Van Orden, El Biod and a yearling. 

Several horses that came here from Havre de 
Grace were taken sick en route, among them Villas, 
Lohengrin and Tay Pay. 

NO RACING AT JUAREZ UNTIL SUNDAY. 

Revision of Schedule Is Decided Upon as Result of 
Bad Track Conditions Following Rain. 

El Paso, Tex., December 2. — Tlie Juarez track was 
ill sueli bad condition today following a terrific rain 
storm that broke over this section last night that 
Manager Matt J. Winn, after a conference with rep- 
resentative horsemen. decided to declare oil' the races 
scheduled for this afternoon at Juarez. In view of 
tlie fact that it will take several days for the track 
to properly dry out. it was also agreed that racing 
he not resumed until next Sunday. Entries for Sun- 
day’s racing will he announced Saturday morning.

PREDICTS SUCCESS AT NEW ORLEANS. 

New Orleans, La., December 2. — John F. Ryan, 
manager of the Canadian National Bureau of Breed 
with headquarters at .Montreal, Quo., is here 
superintending the shipment of a consignment of 
horses for the French and English armies that ill 
numbers breaks ail records for an American port 
since the outbreak of the European war. 

Mr. Ryan is enthusiastic over the outlook for a 
successful revivtal of racing here, in the course of 
in interview with a representative of the Times- 
'icayune, he said that lie regarded a thoroughbred 
horse as the must perfect living thing on earth 
today, next to man. He declared that lie lias found, 
from long experience and close study, that the 
nice track does more, perhaps, than any other 
eney for the development of the horse. 

■*We consider tlie race track from the standpoint 
f its economic value, and find that, it is of inesti- 
mable worth to rim nation,” he remarked. ‘‘The 
race track brings out purity in the horse stock, and 
this same purity is reflected in every branch of 
industry or effort to which the horse is applied. 

we had more of this correct and careful breed- 
ing. such as is required in the development of too 
race horse, the hack and plug soon would disappear. 
Our experiments in the National Bureau convince 
me of this fact. Yes. I favor racing as a high 
class sport, hut I favor it more as a means to a 
reat end, an economic end that means added 
wealth to the nation and the conservation of 
wealth. 

•1 was very much gratified to read in the news- 
papers of this and other cities that representative 
men of New Orleans were behind the movement to 
restore racing here, and glancing at tlie names of 
those men. I was at oucc convinced that the pro- 
ject would lie conducted on the highest possible 
plane. . , , 

The old race track with all its objectionable 
features is not a part of the present day thought 
or culture, but the new race track, such as is 
planned for New Orleans, is a proposition that 
should be encouraged. It is absurd to say that 
aces cannot be conducted according to a high 
taudard of honesty and uprightness. All that is 
needed is the right sort of men in the movement, 
amt there won't lie a suggestion of tlie old evils 
that brought the sport into disrepute. 

1 think that racing in New Orleans will benefit 
tlie c’itv iu many ways. It will encourage clean 
and honest sport.’ it will add to tlie attractions and 
amusements, and tiring tourists by the thousands 
here each winter, and it w'ill also tend to better 
the class of horses in general use. The race horse, 
is 1 said before, represents the highest in breeding 
and is i lie first step to the liigli-class horse for tli 
army and all other purposes. 

i am firmly of the opinion that racing in New 
Orleans, with the backing it now lias, should prov 
successful from the first. The purpose clearly is 
to avoid the violation of any law and to elevate 
the sport to the plane where it will he popular with 
ail people. 

‘Racing is a great sport in Europe. I have 
visited all the tracks in the great continental 
cities, the class of people attending the meeting 
and figured that there was no reason why the sport 
America should not he conducted in a like man 
ner. Tlie best people iu Europe attend tlie races 
and the best people in America attend them also, 
and under I lie plan as devised for New Orleans, I 
see no chance of the sport falling into disrepute, or 
proving objectionable to anyone. 

”1 repeat, racing means money to any com 
munity and. best of all, it established ‘class' in 
horses.”

declared himself president of the republic is nr.trin 
He is at Pacliuea with part of bis troops and remains 
steadfast in bis loyalty to tlie first chief.” 

John I). Rockefeller will waste no time in hi 
fight for relief from tlie tax assessment on $311.0(19, 
0410 against him at Cleveland, so Virgil P. Klin* 
his attorney, announced. Within a few days Mr 
Rockefeller will ask tlie federal court to enjoin tli 
collection of the tax. He will contend that the law 
was not meant to apply to such a ease as his and 
that if it was it is unconstitutional.

AMERICAN JOCKEY HAS CLOSE CALL. 

New York. December 2. — Mickey Miles. American 
jockey, who is back at his Brooklyn home from 
Austria, had some thrilling war experiences before 
he left that country. Miles lias been riding in 
Austria fur tbe past nine years and lias become 
tremendously popular with the horsemen of that 
country. He was leading tlie riders this season, 
mil won the last race that was run in the country 
before tin- war put an end to the s]H>rt. He won 
that race on Tragopan. a horse that was after- 
ward taken by the army for $1599 although his 
owner had previously refused an offer of $4,009 
for him. 

Miles' knowledge of horses made him of value 
to the Austrian army, and lie was employed to in- 



spect animals for service. While on a tour of in- 
spection. in an automobile, he was shot from am- 
bush by a party of Servians. One bullet inflicted a 
wound in the arm and a second tore through his 
uniform blouse from side to side and painfully 
wounded his back, though it was only Hesli deep. 

It was shortly after this experience that Miles 
obtained Ids discharge, auil lie has tlie liullet-per- 
forateil blouse here with him as a souvenir of his 
purt in the war. incidentally, he was promoted to 
a stall' position and correspondingly decorated. 

Miles had an excellent opportunity to observe the 
relative merits of horses in the war, for that was 
his particular province. He says that thoroughbreds 
in the service were so far superior to all the other 
horses In service that they were in a class by 
themselv es. 

Jockey Miles lias been riding for Louis Egvedi for 
the past eigiit years, and among the big races in 
which he scored during the past season was the 
Koztua Memorial at Budapest, iu which Miles had 
the leg up on Baron l i-htretz’s two year old colt, 
Prince Regent.

With few exceptions, the stake races of 1014 have 
been run, and J. Rutwell stands as the year's leader 
among the stake winning jockeys, both in respect to 
the number of stakes won and their aggregate value. 
The amounts won by the leaders are considerably 
in excess of the corresponding figures for 1913. in 
line with the general Improvement in racing condi- 
tions throughout the country, but. of course, are still 
far behind the sums that went to the credit of the 
leading jockeys in the affluent days of flic turf.

EUROPEAN WAR DEVELOPMENTS. 



Russian Poland is still the center of interest in 
tlie war situation, so far as military operations are 
concerned. Reports from the rival headquarters 
Indicate that any decisive result on either side is 
still in the balance, although on the face of the 
known facts the conviction is growing that the 
German general, Maekeuseu, has done at Lodz what , 
Bazaino in the Frauco-Prussian war failed to do at ' 
Metz — he has saved his army after it was encircled 
by the enemy. But the German tactical plan for 
the taking of Warsaw has failed, according to the 
prevailing opinion in England. Whether a counter 
invasion of Silesia has been rendered impossible 
for the present remains to be seen. Little activity 
along the Austrian front is reported. An exception 
is the assertion from Vienna of an Austrian vic- 
tory, with the capture of quantities of prisoners 
and munitions of war. along the southern line, but 
there is nothing to indicate that Russia has given 
way in her evident intention of invading the rich 
German provinces by way of Cracow. Later official 
reports from Vienna declared that calm prevailed 
on the Cracow front, but that the fighting con- 
tinued in the Carpathians. Servian eyes are turned 
hopefully in the direction of these mountains in 
the expectation soon of seeing a Russian forte 
under the walls of Budapest. This would reliexc , 
the pressure being exerted against Servia by half a 
million Austrian troops, who have forced tin* 
Servians back into strong defensive positions with 
in their own borders- An official communication is 
sued from Russian general headquarters says 
••On the left bank of the Vistula iu the region of 
Lodz the actiou continued to develop on Nov. :W. 
The attacks of the enemy were directed principally 
against the front between Ilielawy aud Sobota. 1’he 
artillery action has been energetic. To the north 
of Lowiez our offensive was crowned with success. 1 
On the left wing reconnoissanees disclosed that the 
concentration of German contingents from Kalisz in 
the direction of Sieradz lias been considerable. 

It is official! v reported from Vienna that the Bus 
sian defeat in the battle of Homonna in Hungary, 
thirty miles northwest of Unghvar. was greater than 
at first supposed. "The enemy’s position,” says the 
uficinl statement, "was surrounded. Both our 
wings directed flank attacks against them and com- 
pelled them to beat a hasty retreat with a loss ol 
1.0U0 killed or wounded aud 1.500 men made 
prisoners. The total number of prisoners taken by 
tile Austrians in the lighting in Poland is .>3,000.’ | 

A dispatch from Sofia, Bulgaria indicates that , 
the situation in Servia is critical. The Servian j 
army it is declared, has been withdrawn from I 
Belgrade and telegraphic communication between 
Belgrade and Nish, the present location of the 
capital, has been interrupted. The official an- 
nouncement is made that the German emperor oil 
Monday visited the troops in their positions at 
Gumbiiinen and Darkeinan. East Prussia. Emperor 
William traveled by motor ear to the front from 
Insterliurg. which is sixteen miles northwest of 
Gumbiiinen. The invading Russians have pene- 
trated East Prussia to a point ten miles southwest 
of Gtimbinnen. 

The German official statement issued yesterday 
claims the capture of a strong French position in 
the Argonne forest by Emperor William's own 
regiment. The communication reads: "Iu tha 

western theater of the war the enemy made insig- 
nificant advances, which were checked. In the 
forest of Argonne, a. strong point of support of 
the enemy was taken by the Wurttemberg infantry 
regiment ' No. 129. his majesty the kaiser’s own 
regiment. On this occasion two officers aud about 
300 of the enemy's troops were made prisoners.” 
The war office announced the receipt of dispatches 
from eastern headquarters saying that while Pie 
Russians were putting up a stublioru resistance tne 
German campaign is being prosecuted with success. 
The German offensive toward Lowiez is pushing 
back the Russians ill that region, it is claimed. I he 
official statement said: "There is uo news from 

Eastern Prussia, in northern Poland battles are 

taking their normal course. In southern Poland the 
enemy's attacks were repulsed. The rejiort . circu 
lated’ in the foreign press that the 23.000 prisoner- 
taken by us at Kutno are included in the 40,000 
Russian prisoners reported by us previously, is 
untrue, la the battles at Wioclawek. Kutno, Lodz 
and Lowiez. the eastern army has taken between 
the lltli of Noveuiliei and the 1st of December, 
more than 80,000 unwouuded Russian prisoners. 

The French war office gave out an offi- 
cial announcement as follows: "In the region 

smith of Ypres and Saint Eloy an attack of the 
enemy against an in trench iuen t taken b - our troops 
during Moudav was repulsed by us. Our infantry 
inflicted damage on a group of three batteries ot 
heavy artillery of the enemy. At Vermelles the 
chateau and the park surrounding it. two houses 
in the village and some trenches were brilliantly 
occupied by our forces. There lias been a spirited 
artillery exchange in tlie vicinity of Fay to the 
southwest of Pennine. In tlie region between 
Vendrcssc-Craonne there lias been a violent bom 
hardineut to which flic French artillery replied with 
success, accomplishing the destruction of a battery. 
In the Argonne a German attack against Fontaine 
Madame was repulsed and we made some progress 
in the occupation of a trench in tlie forest o t 
(’mutes Chaussecs. and a minor fortified position 
near St. Hubert. On tlie heights of the Meuse, in 
tin- Wovre district, ami in the Vosges there is noth- 
ing to report.” 

Semi-official statements received at Paris front 
Nish contain the admission that the Austrians have 
won further victories in Servia. After a number oi 
roar guard actions during the last few days tlie 
Servian troops wore forced to fall back December L 
t’rom the region around Oudjitze and Koeientea. 
The retreat, it is said, was made in good order. 
Heavy fighting has occurred near Souvnbor. where 
the Austrians concentrated large forces and suc- 
ceeded in capturing two important points. The light- 
ing along the Kolubara river is said to have been 
attended witli some success for the Servians. In 
an engagement near Lazarevatz November 28. the 
Servians are reported to have taken positions ot the 
enemy, capturing twenty-seven officers and about 
2,000 men. 

An official Vienna announcement says: “In the 

southern war theater a further step in the operations 
lias reached a victorious conclusion. The enemy. 
wlu> for several days lias been offering strong rcsisi- 
am-e east of tlie Rivers Koiubam and Ijid tin Ser- 
via l. again attempted to take the offensive, lint was 
repulsed, suffering heavy losses in li is retreat. Go 
the batt’efield at Kornatlce alone our troops found 
80o unburied bodies. Since the begiimine of our last 
offensive we have made over 19.000 prisoners and 
have captured forty-seven machine guns, forty-six 
other guns and quantities of other war material.” 

An imperial ukase issued at Petrogriul authorizes 
the minister of finance to take control of the ex- 
penditures and receipts of societies, companies ami 
enterprises founded or operated in Russia by sub- 
jects of Germany. Austria-llungary ami Turkey. Tlie 
ukase expressly ‘forbids, without the special authori- 
zation of tlie minister of finance, tlie payment, de- 
livery or transfer of any ready money, pallets of 
value, silver, gold plate and precious stones that may 
be owned by subjects of tin’ countries mentioned. 



A dispatch to tlie London Mail from Copenhagen 
says that most of tlie German warships have left 
Kiel and steamed into the North Sea, while several 
thousand mechanics have been withdrawn from the 
army to speed up construction on submarines, water 
pianos and floating batteries for the channel. 

Rotterdam reports that tlie crown prince is about 
to take over tlie German command on tlie western 
war front. The re-enforcements which arrived in 
Be giiim last week are estimated at .30,000. Ar- 
rangements have been made for tin 1 immediate re- 3 
eeption of 120,000 more. 

On personal representations from President M il- 
son. through Ambassador Gerard. Germany lias re- 
leased, Admiral N'eeld. retired, of tlie British navy, 
and his wife, who were held military prisoners at 
a German health resort. 

France disputes Germany’s claim of one hundred 
army corps in the field and places tlie figure at fifty- 
eight and a half. 

The British Bed Cross lias appropriated $30,000 for 
fighting the epidemic of typhoid fever in tlie Belgian 
army.

Telegraphing from Uopenhageii. the London Daily 
Mail correspondent says: Realizing Great Britain’s 

preponderance in dreadnoughts, work at the Ger- 
man dockyards is being concentrated on tin; con- 
struction of submarines and aircraft and also on 
what are called floating batteries. The German 
theory seems to lie that tiie British fleet can 
beaten only by launching against it a huge sub- 
marine and air attack. 

Henry White, former ambassador to France, who 
recently returned lo the United States from Ger- 
m my. discussed tlie European situation yesterday 
witli President Wilson. "Fiirnpe is not ready for 
peace.” said Mr. White. “There is not tlie slightest 
chance at present of getting a hearing for suit 
geslions of peace. That time will come later, a'nd 
then it will lie time for the United States to act.” 

The Germans are reported concentrating for a 
fresh offensive in West Flanders at a point north 
of Ypres. which apparently is tlie only door that 
offers any hope of yielding to an advanci toward 
Calais. The battle thus far has been almost ex- 
clusively an artillery conflict. The town of Ypres 
lies between the hostile lines and is itself unoc- 
cupied. 

Proposals for a neutral zone in the waters of tlie 
western hemisphere and for conserving tlie rights 
of neutrals will be laid by tlie United States be 
fore tlie governing board of the Pan-American 
union, which consists of diplomatic representatives 
of the twenty one American republics. The govern 
ing hoard will meet next Tuesday.
